200 printed pages. In the president's 
opinion- It' thoroughly substantiates 
the- utnute that the "shooting up" of 
the town was done by soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry, and Justifies hi* 
action, in dismissing the three com- 
pantoa. Jtlong with the message he 
•ent ta th« venate the empty Spring- 
field «hell», clip* and bullets gathered 
on the scene of the rioting. 


"Mr evidence," says thte message, 


"proves beyond the possibility of a 
doubt that some Individuals among 
the eotoreft troops dismissed commit- 
ted these.

New indictments Against Fords. 
Chardon, O, Jan. 35. — The grand 


jury returned new indictments against 
G. H. and R X Ford, former Burton 
(O.) bankers, who failed in 1903. They 
are charged with embezzlement and 
secreting funds with intent to em- 
bezzle. 
They were indicted jointly 


shortly after the failuie of the bank. 
They demanded separate trials, and 
R. N. Ford secured a change of venue. 
A Trumbull county jury disagreed in 
his first trial. 
He was found guilty 


at a second trial, but was granted a 
new trial. The indictment against
